000 in silver coins, at the ratio of 15# to 1, 
are held In circulation^In Europe, side by side 
With $2,600,000,000 ID gold. Ot p«per aud sli- 
ver tORelber, including silver cortinoates, we 
have less than 8750,000,000, which shows that 
in tltls country there is more gold than paper, 
and-nearly ihrce times as much gold as silver. 


With this proportion in our cuifency, and 


with gold and silver equally a full tender for 
everything, It Jls difficult to understand why 
the secretary of tbe treasuiy might not if be 
chose to do so, pay out more silver and less 
gold. Ofcoui-,e, If while receiving Into the 
treasury United States notes, sliver and silver 
certificates, and gold or gold certificates, he 
pays out only gold, his aloft of gold would 
diminish. If, OB the other hand, be should 
pay out more silver and paper, and less gold, 
the character of the rcoerveia theta-wry 
would change. 


There would be BO need of a legal tender 


If the one who receives money *nou!<l be per- 
mitted to *hoose the kind which be will have. 
That silver and silver certificates displace 
gold Is true, but only as treasui* "d &>"* 
notes displace It. me withdrawal of 8100,. 
000,000 in bask notes or theissuance of 3100,- 
000 000 has the sameeffect on sold as so-much 
insllverorsllvercertlflcates. Whyhajltnever 
been proposed to withdraw the national bank 
notes aa a means for preventing the expulsion 
of gold?.
